SCHOOL REPORT 


To the Citizens of the District: 


We are pleased to be able to report that the super- 
intendent of public instruction has finally approved the 
Nashua junior high school. 

It will apparently be for the best interest of our 
children to prepare them in our district schools for the 
work of the second year in the junior high, and the es- 
timate submitted of the amount required for high school 
~ tuition has been made with this plan in mind. 

The edueation bill at present being considered by 
the legislature will, if passed, bring about sweeping 
changes in our school system. Under the provisions of 
this bill the Hudson school district may be compelled to 
maintain a school for persons above the age of twenty- 
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one years, as well as an evening school for those between 
sixteen and twenty-one years of age. 

Measures looking to the relief of the crowded con- 
dition of the primary room at the Webster building may 
well be considered at the annual meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Hudson: 


T herewith submit my second annual report as super- 
intendent of schools, the fifteenth in the series of superin- 
tendents’ reports. 

The year 1917-18 was one ealling for constant 
change and readaptation to new ealls of duty. Every few 
days the schools were called upon to assume some new 
duty, to put forth some fresh effort in order that the war 
program might be earried through; and in addition to 
the war work especially connected with the schools 
teachers and pupils had to ally themselves with other 
activities outside the schools, some of which called for 
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efforts quite as exacting as the school activities. The 
manner in which all rose to meet these calls to patriotic 
activity awakened first surprise, then pride in the minds 
of all connected with the schools. 


At first there was fear lest these extra activities 
would tend to lower the quality of the regular school 
work, but as time went on it became evident that a men- 
tal alertness had been awakened and that all school effort 
had become a patriotic dutv and was therefore to be 
taken up with spirit. Toward the end of the year it be- 
came apparent that the work was fully up to standard. 

Teachers and pupils labored with tireless zeal, and 
performed every labor assigned to them by each ILib- 
erty Loan committee, by the Red Cross leaders, by the 
committees on War Saving Stamps, by the State Food 
Conservation commissioner, and especially by the com- 
missioner on Food Production without complaint but with 
energy and spirit. 

The campaign for food conservation began, neces- 
sarily, immediately after the United States entered the 
war. Much of the publicity literature was circulated by 
the pupils, and it was surprising how loyally and intel- 
ligently they entered into the spirit of food saving-—not 
merely by distributing the printed matter but by prac- 
ticing economy and food saving at home. 


The big feature of this campaign had to do with 
eanning, drying and preserving of fruits, vegetables and 
other products of field and garden for winter use, and 
the work along this line done by the children of the 
schools was certainly commendable. 

In this work the chief credit for inspiration and 
method should be given to the canning elubs and their 
leaders, and to Miss Melendy, teacher of Domestic Arts. 
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In the work of food production by the pupils of the 
school we should feel especial pride. Some 200 or more 
children declared their intention of having gardens. The 
gvarden plots ranged in size from 5x5 for first grade chil- 
dren to 50x100 for pupils of the eighth grade. Most of 
the 200 planted their gardens, and a large proportion of 
those planted were carried through the season. Some 
ehildren became discouraged by the effecis or the frost 
of June 20th, but many planted again and worked the 
harder to secure a crop. 

The total value of the products as nearly as I have 
been able to estimate them was about $700 or $800. <As 
many children failed to keep an account of the products 
picked for the home table it was possible to make only 
a somewhat rough estimate from what they could report 
from memory. 

Again credit should be given for inspiration to the 
clubs and their county and local leaders. 

The edueational value of this garden and eanning 
work is greater than appears on the surface. The chief 
value of school work is to establish habits of industry, 
honesty of thinking and: to cultivate prolonged effort on 
any project. Nothing to which the child ean apply him- 
self will produce higher results in these lines than gar- 
dening. But the garden should be the child’s own, and 
he should get the money value of the returns whether 
this be much or little. 

In December, 1917, Miss Cottle resigned from the 
third and fourth grade room at the Webster school, 
and Miss Gillick, at her own request was transferred to 
this room. The vacaney thus made in the first and sec- 
ond grade room was filled by the choice of Miss Mar-

garet Bruin, a graduate of the Lowell Normal School, 
with a vear’s experience. 

In June Miss Ellen Muldoon, principal of the Web- 
ster school, after having given to the district six years 
of faithful and unusually efficient service, resigned, much 
to the regret of committee, superintendent and pupils. 
Miss Elizabeth O’Neill, a graduate of the Lowell Normal 
School, was selected for this important position. Miss 
Melendy of the Domestic Arts department, after getting 
this work fairly started, resigned to take a grade posi- 
tion at a much better salary. We regretted losing Miss 
Melendy, but could not meet the advance in pay. Miss 
Laura Bradley, a graduate of the Keene Normal School, 
took her place and is carrying on the work well. Miss 
Ruth Smith of Number 9 and Miss Castles of Number 1 
also resigned their places, being filled by the choice of 
Miss Doherty and Miss Gallagher for these positions. 
Later in the summer Miss Gillick resigned, Miss Bruin 
was transferred to her place, and Miss Catherine Cahill 
was chosen to take the first and second grade room. 


I would at this time call the attention of the com- 
mittee to the crowded condition of this primary room at 
the Webster school. Last year there was a registration 
of 56 pupils; this year the registration so far is above 
this numher. No teacher can properly care tor sueh a 
large number of beginners and give them the proper 
start in their school work. Miss Bradley spends much 
of her time in giving assistance, but two classes being 
carried on in a room at the same time necessarily creates 
a confusion of sounds and this leads to disquiet on the 
part of the larger number at their desks. 


Something should be done in the immediate future 
to relieve conditions here. 
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The eall of war work was very strong during the 
year and the high salaries, combined with what appeared 
to many as a patriotic duty attracted large numbers of 
teachers. That so many others realized that the high- 
est patriotic duty of a teacher was to remain at her post 
and that so many did so remain even at financial loss, is 
greatly to the eredit of the profession. No work done 
by any other profession or by any other class of work- 
ers was of greater value to state and nation than that 
done by the teachers who stayed on their ‘‘jobs,’’ pa- 
tiently and patriotically fitting the boys and girls of to- 
day for the duties of citizenship that they must in the 
near future assume, We cannot too highly appreciate 
those who had the vision and the steadfastness of pur- 
pose to remain faithful to this great work. 

This call to war work created a searcity of teach- 
ers such as was never before known and meant unusual 
difficulty in securing teachers. Results of this are going 
to appear eventually in a higher appreciation of the pro- 
fession and in more adequate salaries. 

The epidemic of influenza hit us severely. All schools 
were closed for the three weeks from September thirtieth 
to October eighteenth. 

At this time it is impossible to determine to what 
extent the losses in work can be made up. The teach- 
_ers are putting forth every effort to overcome the effects 
of these breaks as fully as possible, and we are hoping 
to bring the work up to standard. 

We are emerging from the war with new and higher 
ideas and ideals of patriotism and of eivie duty. We 
have had impressed upon our minds as never before that 
education for citizenship, and universal participation in 
the responsibilities of government constitute the two fun- 
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damental safeguards of civilization. Education without 
this participation produced autocratic Germany ; partici- 
pation without education is exemplified in chaotie Rus- 
sia. The safety of the state and of civilization lies in 
our public schools, whose aim must always be prepara- 
tion for citizenship. 

In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation of 
the whole-souled, devoted, patriotic teachers who conisti- 
tute our present teaching force. They are devoting 
themselves without stint to the training of those under 
their charge in mental alertness and accuracy, in inoral 
purity of thought and conduct, and in physical strength 
and power. They are keeping in mind the careful train- 
ing of their boys and girls to a wholesonte attitude tow- 
ard life and to definite efforts toward the achievement 
of a high purpose. 

To these teachers, to the committee and to the citi- 
zens of the town I desire to express my hearty apprecia- 
tion for the support and co-operation given me.
